Applicant's election without traverse of Groups I-IV (i.e., claims 103, 105 and 108-125: 
drawn to the compounds hy droxy acetyl- Asn-Tyr-NH2, hydroxyacetyl-Asn-Tyr-OH, 
hydroxyacetyl-Gly-Tyr-NH2, and hydroxyacetyl-Gly-Tyr-OH; and pharmaceutically acceptable 
salts thereof - as instantly amended) in the reply filed on 09 January 2009 is acknowledged. 

Although Applicant's election of multiple groups within the response filed 09 January 
2009 would typically be considered non-responsive to the previous Restriction requirement, 
upon further consideration - the hydroxyacetyl-amino acid compounds defined by Groups I-IV 
(as recited by the instantly amended claims) are deemed to reasonably read upon a singular 
inventive entity. Therefore, Applicants 09 January 2009 election is considered fully responsive. 
Accordingly, claims 103, 105, 108-125 (as instantly amended) have been rejoined as Group I. 

Claims 103, 105 and 108-125 have been examined on the merits and found allowable.
